When Col. Matt Winn died yesterday up in 
old Kaintuck, something of the America that was. 
died too. He was a long link with the old past, 
the days when the republic was beginning to 
flex its muscles and feel its oats and to do things 
in a big way.’ 

He was a boy of 14 when the sporting men 
and a few sporting ladies and mighty few gen- 
u-wine ladies went out to see a horse race. A 
long time ago I asked him about it. 

“Son,” he said, “I was just a boy 
big-eyed boy who loved horses. 
tree,” he added reflectively. 

Aristides, the legendary “Little Red Hoss,” 
won the first Derby and before Col. Winn’s eyes 
were to close in the last sleep, they were to look 
upon and register in his memory 75 of them. 


Grant Was President 


When the bug-eyed young boy climbed the 
tree to peer over the buggies, carriages and 
wagons lined up about the course the day Aris- 
tides won—in 1875—U. S. Grant was President 
and there were Indian wars in the West. 

The winner received less than $3,000 in 1875. 
And that small boy in the tree, so great was the 
wonder of America, was to take over the business 
of racing and pull it all along with him by the 
magic of the spell he wove there at the sprawl- 
ing old Downs, where the mockingbird, the mint 
julep, bluegrass, bourbon whiskey 
horses all joined to help builda the legend... 

Men and women used to weep there when the 
band would play “My Old Kentucky Home” as 
the beautiful horses came to the track and pa- 
raded to the post. Only the cynics would note 
they usually were those who had turned to the 
sovereign alchemist which transmutes life’s lead- 
en metal into gold, and sometimes to tears and 
asininity. The Colonel made it a great day, 
with the $5 club breakfast and the rumor that 
Yankee visitors used to have five juleps, the 
two-year-old ham, the eggs scrambled in cream, 
and winesap apples fried in butter—and plead for 
their change in Confederate money. 

Churchill Downs was like another country 
and Matt Winn was its ruler. It was a blue-

grass kingdom and he was on the throne. He 
was not a colorful man, save in appearance. He 
strove so for dignity that he made himself al- 
most too dignified, but he was. impervious to 
gamblers and none of the ratty-faced, fish-eyed 
ra¢keteers were familier with him or his office. 
They came to the Downs on Derby Day with 
their fancy women, but they were not pally with 
Col. Winn. He never made a bet or gave a tip. 
“Ye was almost austere in a gentle sort of way. 
He would talk of the old days, but he was no 
yarn-spinner. He remembered them all and 
he treasured the Derbies as jewels and counted 
them o’er as if they were beads on a long, 
pleasant string—as, indeed, they were, on the 
strong thread of his memory. 


Limestone, Bluegrass 

The bluegrass was good for horses because 
it grew from limestone soil and therefore was a 
builder of strong bones. The same was true of 
the water the colts drank and it, too, made 
strong horses. That is why the bourbon from 
the bluegrass is better. It is made from lime- 
stone water. The Colonel liked his bourbon. But 
he was an abstemious. man, never under the 
influence of it. 

So as the years went on and the Derbies 
added up, he became almost as much of a Ken- 
tucky legend as the whiskey, the bluegrass, the 
pretty girls, the fast horses, the corn-fed hams, 
the mountain feuds and the rolling hills where 
once D. Boone killed a b’ar and where the silent 
death of the arrow and the thin crack of the 
long rifles made a phrase, “The Dark and Bloody 
Ground.” 

He saw them all—the jockeys and the horses 
(and to him Exterminator was the greatest 
horse. winner in 1918), and Isaac Murphy and 
Earl Sande the two greatest jockeys. 

The Derbies will go on—but they will never 
be the same because for 75 years they have been 
Matt Winn’s Derbies. His mark and his per- 
-onality were on them. And Matt Winn is gone 
from the dark and bloody ground of old Kain- 
tuck to the happy hunting grounds where they 
run Derbies every day and where the souls of

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The Basic Defense Question 


While it probably will be unfortunate 
for him, and perhaps temporarily unfor- 
tunate for the Navy, that he adopted the 
“Shadowy corridor” method of setting off 
his latest barrage, it may be that in the 
long run Capt. John G. Crommelin, of 
Demopolis, Ala., has done the nation a 
service in bringing into the open the con- 
flict over defense policies. 


It is difficult for the laym: 
so-called armchair strategists, to get at 
the root of the dispute. Part of the blame 
lies in the rigid censorship laid down by 
the National Defense Establishment. In- 
deed, it is that policy which led Capt. 
Crommelin to adopt the stealthy approach. 


Basically, however, the Navy’s intense 
feeling stems from its opposition to steps 
being taken by Secretary of Defense John- 
son which will lead to a general staff set- 
up in the Navy similar to that which now 
operates in the Army and Air Force. The 
Navy reasons that if administrative setups 
of the three branches of service are es- 
tablished along identical lines it will be 
only a half step further to the combined 
general staff organization 
used by Germany, in 
wars, and Japan and Italy in World War 
II, also unsuccessfully.

Navy officers believe, and with justifi- 


cation, that the general staff eventually 
might lead to a military dictatorship in 
this country. Further, they doubt the ef- 
ficacy of the general staff in conducting a 
war and offer Germany as a prime ex- 
mple. The woeful lack of intelligent plan- 
ing which rendered Germany unable to 
invade Britain and the more of the same 
which gave the Allies control of the Med- 
iterranean in the last war are only two 
examples. The German General Staff was 
dominated by Hermann Goering, the air 
chief, who had no knowledge of naval 
and therefore refused to allow 
development of sufficient sea power suc- 
cessfully to carry out the necessary ob-

jectives. 

A great many, 
fear that a general staff in this country, 
which obviously would be dominated two- 
to-one by Air Force and Army officers, 
would be prone to the same mistakes. For 
instance, until recently Sec. Johnson and 
the Chiefs of Staff of the Army and Air 
Force never had been aboard an aircraft 
carrer. Can those with such obviously lim- 
ited knowledge of naval warfare be trust- 
ed to lay down, in detail, the weapons and

Oil is a dominant influence here now.

You can see it in the attempt of oil to remove 
jurisdiction over interstate movements of natural 
gas from the Federal Power Commission, where 
the Supreme Court says it properly belongs under 
the natural gas act passed by Congress in 1938, 
and get regulation back under the States, which 
cannot be effective in the case of industries that 
are national in scope. A handful of big oil com- 
panies own the bigger share of the nation’s nat- 
ural gas reserves. 

This is a double-barreled campaign. It is 
manifest in the bill which already has passed 
the House and is pending in the Senate to remove 
the FPC’s jurisdiction and weaken its regulatory 
authority. It is manifest also in the campaign 
to defeat confirmation to a third term on that 
commission of Leland Olds, whose crime has 
been, as President Truman pointed out so accu: 
rately, that “powerful corporations subject to 
regulation by the commission have not been 
pleased with Mr. Olds.” The President has char- 
acterized Mr. Olds as “a nationally recognized 
champion of fair regulation,” as his record shows.

A farmer, sowing 
hybrid corn or a new type of rust-resistant wheat or oats, rarely 
considers the seed he drills or broadcasts are themselves the result 
of patient years of work by men and women in laboratories and 
In experiment stations. Yet he owes a debt to hundreds of men 
who have worked through the years. 


The most learned man is ignorant of many things. But the 
sum of what learned men know is continually available as it con- 
tinually increases. 


Dawn Recgrded civilization dates back, roughly, to the period 

when the Great Pyramid was begun at Gizeh, Egypt. 
That was about}5,000 years ago. It was an ancient building when 
the parents of the young Christ fled into Egypt to escape the wrath 
of Herod.

It was not a bad civilization there about the Pyramid 5,000 
years ago. They had a written language. They certainly were 
good mechanics and engineers. They had domesticated animals 
and vegetables. 

Since that time kowledge has accumulated. If a man can read, 
and think, he can read all the great wisdom of the ages. With 
the ability to read and understand what he reads, he can. if he 
spends enough time at it, become something of a scientist. a 
builder, a physician, an engineer, a theologian, a farmer—and so on.

About all education can, or should, do is to teach man 
now to use that part of the world’s knowledge he wants 
Reading is the best working tool, 


More than anything else, education should teach man how.to 
meet and cope with new ideas. The race has undergone vast 
change and experience since the Great Pyramid was built. Gov- 
ernments have fallen because they were not resilient enough. Man 
has evolved as a biological animal without much change. Po- 
litically, morally, spiritually, scientifically, he has learned a lot. But 
he can divest himself of it quickly and reveal himself as a primi- 
tive man—as war has so plainly revealed, especially with regard 
to the Germans, Japanese and Russians, the Spaniards under 
Franco—whose cruelties have shocked the world. 


Education perhaps has too long been regarded as something 
apart from the processes of life when it actually is a continuing part 
of life. ' 


Consider how much a child learns by six years of age—it is 
perhaps more than 1s learned thereafter in actual measurement of 
education—a language, association of ideas, physical control, cus- 
toms, manners, ideas---it is a phenomenal list. Formal education 
is, in a very real sense, secondary. 

To me the basic need is to teach people how to read—and think 
with what they read.

Well, the best way to get a question answered is to ask it, 
and so last Monday, on my way in from Mt. Kisco, I stopped off 
at Pleasantville and looked up the Editor who had phoned me.

has now come and with it a renewal of the cynical proposition that man is a machine who wears 


out and should be retired on a comfortable all 
course, he is not comparable to a TI 
mortgage it He can't sell or borrow 

win them in fights, but that Is anothe: 

There was a time in this country when men 
could, but we ended that relationship when 
siavery was abolished Under that institution 
employers or owners took better care of their 
workers than employers do under freedom, but 
it is not sensible of the advocates of pensions 
to advocate a revival of that concept of the 
worker. The free man was supposed to see to 
his own future. In most cases he couldn't be- 
eause he didn’t get enough, but his children 
were supposed to help out, too 


There is no doubt that workers do wear 
out, but many of the owners of stock in 
steel, for example, are themselves worn-out 
workers who provided or tried to provide 
for their own old age by saving money 
which they invested in industry. The prop- 
osition that industry should now shoulder 
the burden of the support of worn-out work. 
ers means, on its face, that these investors 
would be stuck for the bill. But it means, 
also, that industry would simply add the 
cost of this insurance to the price of com- 
modities or services. With variations, the 
cost of everything, including labor, would go 
up proportionately. 


That seems not too bad except that we can’t 
dodge around the fact that this should be the 
man’s own responsibility. Whether he meets it 
by putting money in the cookie jar or buying 
insurance either as an individual or through 
his his union, it is still his lookout and not the 
employer's. The employer has expenses and 
troubles of his own and the administration of 
@ pension fund, an insurance business, should 
not be added to them. The same objections stand 
against all compromises in which the employer 
and the worker share the burden. It is entirely 
the worker’s own lookout and the situation isn’t 
improved by the diminution of the company’s 
liability, although it might look better to some 
people. 

One big reason why the worker of today can’t 
squirrel away money for his old age and other 
emergencies is that (although his wages are 
higher than ever before, the increase has been 
ticked off for his taxes. It may be a little more 
or a little less than his withheld income tax, 
but surely we can say that all taxes, including 
hidden taxes, at least equal] the increase in the 
pay for the job. Most workers no longer re- 
gard the withheld tax as a part of their pay 
or even as a tax on them. In hiring out, whether 
individually or through unions, they think only 
of take-home pay and simply regard the with- 
held money as a tax on the boss. Actually it is, 
except that in most cases it goes into the bill 
or the price tag to the public. The music goes

I could see Philip Murray’s argument 
coming that if it was okay to pay the exec- 
utives big pensions the principle was there 
established and the companies pulled the rug 
from under themselves. I- don’t see how 
anybody can stand him down on that prop- 
osition. I was hollering about it five years 
ago and I warned those pensioners on the 
de luxe dole that one of these days they 
would have to look the CIO in the eye on 
that question. 


I know all the arguments in favor of the 
executive pensions, but they all boil down to 
evasions of the income tax, or, to put a pleas- 
anter face upon it, as one noted industrialist did, 
an income tax deferment. I don’t know how 
the figures work to prove that in the long run 
the executive pays as much income tax on a 
pension which consists largely of deferred salary 
which would be gobbled up by the Internal 
Revenue if he got it during his working years. 
I don’t see how Internal Revenue can take as 
much over a spread of years in low brackets as 
it can in a concentrated income era at high rates 
of earning and taxation. Maybe so, but I can’t 
see it from here. 

But I am just talking against fate or des- 
tiny. We are going socialistic, as I wrote just 
after President Truman's election, because that 
is the only way he can get as much money as 
he keeps asking for, including his own $50,000- 
a-year raise, tax free.

Drugs came from foreign lands| 


in animal skins, in fancy jars; the 
wooden Indian was out front; two 
beautiful globes, one green or blue 
and certainly one red, they were 
fancy, and usually hung promi- 
nently in the “drug store window.” 
The fountain was one with the 
jars spigots in back; the 
glasses were tall and thin; usually 
“soda expert” mixed sasparil-| 
with gymnastics, pitching 
of “home made ice cream 
into the air.” 

Hoop skirts drug the floors with 
many petticoats; the village 
“blade” or dandy was there to 
court “ma.”
